For Cancer 
Announced 


Swift Steps Pledged 
To Apply Discovery 
In State’s Centers 


One of the nation’s fore- 
most cancer scientists last 
night announced the finding 
of “what is for all practical 
purposes a simple, cheap and 
reasonably sure blood test for 
cancer.” 

Less than an hour later, Dr. 
Enoch Callaway, of La- 
Grange, Chairman of the 
State Executive Committee 
of the Georgia Division, 
American Cancer Society, de- 
clared he will take immediate 
steps to bring the new test to 
Georgia’s three cancer defec- 
tion centers in Atlanta, Sa- 
vannah and Columbus as soon 
as possible. 

Dr. Callaway also said that he 
would act to have the American 
Cancer Society make the test 


available to Georgia’s 17 State-aid 
elinics. 

The discover) of what appar- 
ently is the answer to medical 
science’s long search for a mass 
test for-cancer was announced in 
Chicago by Dr. Charles B. Hug- 
gins, of the University of Chicago, 
who already has contributed sev- 
eral important discoveries to can- 
cer research. It was mad. through 


' the American Cancer Society. 


In Detroit, Dr. Shields Warren, 
Director of the Atomic Energy 
Commission’s division of biology 
and medicine, termed Dr. Hug- 
gins’ discovery “probably the 
greatest single advance ever made 
in the fight against cancer.” 


The test is basgd upon albumin 
disturbance in cancer patients 
which registers in the blood’s 
ability to coagulate uade: heat. It 
registers even on tiny malignant 
tumors. 


Tests on almost 300 people— 
equally divided into cancer pa- 
tients, apparently healthy persons 
and patients with noncancerous 
diseases—proved positive for all 
cancer cases, negative for all nor- 
mal people and negative for all 
other. patients, except those with 
lung tuberculosis and massive 
acute infections. However, inas- 
much as tuberculosis and the in- 
flammations can be diagnosed 


readily, the test is not expected to .

Russell, who piloted the South- 
ern filibuster a few weeks ago, 
said the way Congress is going 
now in authorizing and voting 
funds for spending projects it will 
not be possible to avoid higher 
taxes. 

The Georgian teamed with Sen. 
Taft, Republican, Ohio, in trying 
to lop nearly 10 percent from the 
administration proposal to author- 
ize five billion, 580 million dollars 
to continue the European Recovery 
Program for another 15 months. 
He said that, with the defeat of 
that proposal, the Senate “missed 
its big chance” to effect economies. 
He added that, in consequence, he 
is “now very optimistic” that Taft 
will be able to trim an overall 10 
percent, or any other figure, off 
appropriations. He explained: 
“How can we justify cutting 10 
percent off the school lunch pro- 
gram, for example, when we have 
refused to do that with the Euro- 
pean school lunch program? 
“How can we reduce expendi- 
tures for public works at home 
by 10 percent when we have been 
unwilling to take anything at all 
off the public works program in 
Europe? We simply could not go 
before our people and defend such 
an action.” 

Taft, who is chairman of the 
Senate GOP Policy Committee, is 
in favor of putting the economy 
question to the test on the first 
regular appropriation bill to reach 
the Senate. 

This will be the two billion, 396 
million dollar bill to provide funds 
for the Federal Security Agency 
and the Labor Department in the 
fiscal year beginning July 1. It is 
expected to be called up after the. 
housing bill is disposed of. 

Russell said that the way things 
are going appropriations by Con- 
gress at this session will exceed 
the 41.9 billion dollar spending 
program called for in the Presi- 
dént’s January budget by probably 
two billions. 

He declared “it would be a ca- 
tastrophe” if the Government 
should plunge into a new era of 
deficit financing with. prosperity 
at the present level. 

The Senator said he would sup- 
port any “reasonable” tax increase 
plan which would place the Gov- 
ernment on a “sound” basis of 
paying its way and applying an 
adequate sum toward reduction of 
the public debt. He continued: 

“T think we should pay off the 
debt at the rate of at least three 
billion dollars a year.” 

He declared that “in common 
honesty” Congress will have to 
increase taxes if it is going to 
vote appropriations in excess of 
Government income at present tax

Georgia’s Training School for 
Boys is, without anybody’s plan- 
ning it that way, a place peculiar- 
ly dear to the hearts of most of 
its inmates. It is, in addition, one 
of the nation’s model institutions 
for delinquent young males. 3 

Quiet, slow-talking William Ire- © 
land, its superintendent for the last #23 
26 years, except for a few months ga 
out to act as State Welfare Direc- gae2 
tor, is undoubtedly responsible for 
most of the good at the training 
school. He is the boys’ “Mister 
Bill,” generally beloved but realis- 
tic enough to insist that he is not 
unanimously beloved. a 

“After alJ.”” he is prone to com- 
ment drily, “you can’t get away 
from the fact that this is a place 
of involuntary detention. These 
boys HAVE to stay here—and 
that’s a bitter enough pill for a 
kid to swallow.” 

If there’s any fault to be; found 
at all with the modern buildings, 
the’ beautifully tended grounds, 
the sympathetic treatment, it’s 
that boys are not required to sta 
at the training school long enough. 

Bill Ireland would like to see 
them stay a minimum of 18 
months but because the school 
is still not big enough, in spite of 
recent additions to its fine build- 
ings, there’s a rapid turn-over in 
population. Boys who have been 
there almost long enough to have 
a reshuffling of values are abrupt- 
ly discharged“ and sent back all 
too often into the same environ- 
ment which put them on the 
wrong road in the first place. 

But for the time they are here, 
the boys have as near an ideal 
existence as can be approximated 
in an institution. They live in 
groups of 30—still too many, Ire- 
land feels—in trim two-story brick 
dwellings, built along family resi- 
dence lines and.presided over by 
a couple known as “cottage par- 
ents.”. “ 

A semblance of family life is 
preserved with the cottage mother 
providing the individual maternal 
care that is so often lacking in 
institutions. 

s “A dozen boys to a house would 

~ be much better,” Ireland points 
out, “but we feel pretty lucky 
to have 30.” 

Half a dozen such residences are 
scattered over the treesy grounds 
with a modern. dining hall, hos- 
pital, school building with audi- 
torium and gym and administra- ; 
tion building grouped in the cen- 
ter as the focal point. 

Most of the cottage fathers are 
faculty members and many of 
them teach in the _ vocational 


school, which is the backbone of 
the training school program. The 
mothers, all of whom have no 
children of their own, keep the 
household running smoothly, 
check the boys’ clothes, and oever- 
see such extra details as Yétters 
home and sparetime hobbies.

Homesickness, an institutional 
malady of remarkably short du- 
ration here, is also the concern of 
the cottage mother. 

“Sometimes when they are little 
end new they cry a little at night,” 
the substituted mother _ said.

Generally, the cottage mothers 
do not believe in coddling their 
boys and they make sure that each 
boy keeps his own locker and bed 
.in order and makes the most of his 
daily bath. . 

“One little boy told me today 
he was going to show his mother 
how to make a bed nice when he 
went home,” she said, smiling 
sadly. “Most of them; though, 
aaren’t homesick because the kind 
of homes they come from aren’t 
the kind te inspire affection or 
nostalgia.” 

The boys who come to the train- 
ing school are no older than 18 
yeafs and the average minimum 
age is eight*years. The school now 
has 325, a hundred of whom are 
colored inmates on an adjacent 
campus who will be moved to a 
new school in Augusta within a 
few months. 

The boys were sentenced by the 
courts of the State, more often by 
the courts of Fulton County than 
any other, for crimes ranging from 
rcbbery and manslaughter to auto- 
mobile theft and petty thievery.

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In a World Confused and Afraid 


Georgians will join the Christians of 
the world today in celebration of Easter 
in a world confused and afraid. 

The ritual of new clothes is but one 
of the old pagan celebrations which the 
first Christians, having but recently left 
the pagan celebrations of Spring and the 
new dresses put on by the trees and 
flowers, added to the celebration of the. 
Resurrection. 

In the old days it was celebrated “as a 
day of feasting and joy. With the passing 
of the years it has come to be a day of 
symbolism. We seem to have little time 
for feasting and for leisurely taking stock 
of our spiritual self. 

The Man who was hanged on a cross 
has left what is a fairly simple rule of life. 
Only a few, and they chiefly ascetics, have 
been able to live up to it. Economics have 
interfered with the Sermon on the Mount; 
payday and the grocer’s bill jar the Golden 
Rule. But man keeps trying. One of his 
chief frustrations is that his heart tells 
him the truth, but his mind will not en- 
able him to obey the truth. Knowing this, 
he keeps holding the truth in his heart. 
Out of that come his many instances of 
great nobility and of great Christian deeds. 

Communism, which tried, with some 
success, to identify itself with Chris- 
tianity and, indeed, in some instances to 
claim to be identical, has been revealed 


in all its opposition to truth and decency. 
In its relationship with the spirit of man it 
is the anti-Christ, at least in philosophy 
and deed. 

It has not been, when measured against 
the great arches of years that come down 
to us from the mists of antiquity, more 
than a brief span since Nero’s human 
torches flared along the Roman roads, held 
in their cruel pitch-filled iron baskets. It 
has not been long, as time is measured, 
since the .Christians were loosed in the 
arenas to be torn by wild animals and to 
be made the sport of emperors and their 
noblés. Man keeps trying. 

God is patient. And God is love. 
know that. 

Therefore, on this Easter when war 
clouds hang yet in a sky where man had 
hoped so desperately for the blue of peace 
and good will to all men, there is yet hope. 
There is a sign of the rainbow in the 
gloom. Things are better than they were. 
They could be worse. 

There is no reason for man, struggling 
to hold on to his spiritual values and 
still not lose his material ability to work 
and compete with the money changers, to 
despair. He has not done too badly. He 
still may, with faith, lift up his voice in 
thanksgiving and his soul in adoration and 
pray the prayer that ®&gins: “Our Father, 
which art in Heaven... ”

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It Is Better 
To Light a Candle 


There is an old Oriental saying that it is bet- 
: ter to light one small candle than to curse the 
| darkness. 

That may sound like a line straight out of Charlie Chan, but nev- 
ertheless, I want to light one small candle. A few days ago the At- 
lanta city school system was handed a protest by Negro committees, 
saying that the law requiring separate butequal school facilities was 
not being carried out. It noted about three times as much money 
being spent on each white pupil] as on each Negro pupil. The 
protest requested the school facilities be made equal, as the State 
law requires. 

The protest was handed the Atlanta school system.. The county 
received none. Upon investigation I find that Fulton County has 
about equalized physical plants and conditions. The city seems 


| to feel that its Negro pupils include many who properly belong 
| in the county schools but who are, by one subterfuge or another, 


in the city system. This, I assume, will be later proved or dis- 


| proved. It has, at best, only transitory bearing on the case. 


It should be obvious to all those interested in lighting a 
candle and not merely cursing the darkness of this situa- 
tion, that this is a developing chapter. It also should be obvious 
that Birmingham, Jacksonville, Nashville, Jackson, Vicksburg, Lit- 
tle Rock, Columbia and other Southern cities, large and small, 
should recognize that tests are sure to be coming up in Federal 
Courts requiring Southern cities to obey the State laws—to pro- 
vide separate but equal schools.

This is regrettable and I sincerely trust it may be 
avoided.

It also is important to know the money 
is not available. The only answer is that what money there is be 
spent equitably.

One day I was laying into the groceries like 
a starved stevedore and the next I was com- 
pletely miserable. You’ve heard of being sick 
as a dog? Well, I was sick as a kennel. 


They had the shipping company doctor down, 
a contemporary of Louis Pasteur who doubtless 
regards all medical discoveries since calomel as 
mere passing fads and fancies. He gave me what 
I later heard was his favorite prescription: Two 
tablespoons of castor oil and a bill for $10. 

Needless to say, it neither killed nor cured 
me, although, if I had had to bet at the time, 
I would have given two to one on the former. 


The subsequent days at sea will forever 
live in my memory. No tter how bad 
things get in the future, I c always look 
back and remember that they have been 
worse. There is no doctor on a freighter, of 
course, and about the only medication, other 


than for first aid, consists of large one-shot 
doses of 300,000 units of penicillin, a recog- 
nized specific for certain social diseases. I 
took a couple of these—the shots, not the dis- 
eases—and the doctor said later it was they, 
rather than the clover-printed wrapper, 
which saved my life.

They have no policy, no real leader- 
ship except for Churchill, and he confines him- 
self largely to foreign affairs. If they can’t do 
better than this, there won’t be another Con- 
servative Government for a very long time.”

However much one may discount the 
results on a national basis—and they do

Atlantans Recall First Season 


Of Glittering Opera Back in 1910 


By DORIS LOCKERMAN 
Atlanta, grateful for many blessings, turned a radiant 
and dazzling face to welcome its first brilliant season of 


Metropolitan Opera. 

It was 1910. The city was free 
at last from the lingering ves- 
tiges of the War Between the 
States and a new consciousness 
of power and promise was bur- 
geoning. Throughout the State, 
the literary and cultural herit- 
age of the people pulsated 


strongly through a responsive 
citizenry, 

In Atlanta, the Opera House 
had opened in 1895, and the 
city had drawn the finest plays 
of the legitimate theater, and 
for many years there had been 
memorable concerts shared only 
in the South by Richmond. 
Presidents and their families 
had visited here, and the Kim- 
ball House was a symbol of ele- 
gant entertainment. 

The Municipal Auditorium, a 
vast arena still new and clean 
and cherished, had been built 
only one year, and it was there 
the first performances of the 
Metropolitan were booked. 

“It was a sight to behold!” 
said one woman last week, “I 
had just come here from the 
University of Chicago and my 
relatives took me to see Ger- 
aldine Farrar in ‘Mme. Butter- 
fly. I have never seen any- 
thing so lovely. She had a fine 
voice, but even beyond it, she 
was a dramatic star, and I left 
the performance racked with 
sobs. 

“T will never forget a moment 

of it! The entrance lights to the 
auditorium made the surround- 
ing streets as luminous as day- 
time, and there was an air of 
expectancy, of great moment 
about the very facade of the 
building itself. : 

“And of course, the people! 
“You should have seen them!

They were such grand dames 
in -those days, dignified and 
commanding and forceful and 
handsome, and their menfolks 
so courtly, or so it seemed to 
me. I will never forget the way 
they looked in their white ties 
and tails, their silk hats and 
white gloves. 

“Every woman wore a flower, 
of course, and they were usually 
orchids or gardenias. And by 
the way, you could tell your 
rating by your escort by the 
flower that he sent!” 

The arrivals found the 
crowd almost as interested in 
the carriages and the motorcars 
as in the opera itself! You 
know, there were automobiles 
in 1910, but they were consid- 
ered rather rakish and adventur- 
ous and the coaches and car- 
riages with their polished horses 
were pageantry enough! 

“The singers? Ah, those were 
the gelden years, those six or 
seven between the beginning of 
opera here and its interruption 
by the war. There were Feodor 
Chaliapin, Johanna Gadski, 
Louise Homer, Antonio Scotti 
, . I can hear him still as 
Scarpia in ‘Tosca’! ... Emmy 
Despinn, Caruso, and later, of 
course, Galli Curci and even 
later Lucretia Bori! 

“You know that Opera was 
not just for Atlanta. The elite in 
every Georgia city planned for 
months to come, and merchants 
everywhere did a brisk business, 
not only in gala clothing, but in 
the accoutrements of entertain- 
ment!

The world-famous orchestra, 
under the direction of Leopold 
Stokowski, also will play works 
by Wagner, Menoti, Thomson 
and Enesco. 


“American Pipers,” by Cowell 
will open the concert. The or- 
chestra will play two interludes 
from “The Island God,” by 
Menotti, and Enesco’s ‘“Rou- 
manian Rhapsody in A-Major, 
No. 1,” and “Wotan’s Farewell 
and Magic Fire Music” by Wag- 
ner. 

The New York orchestra, 
known to millions through its 
Sunday afternoon broadcasts, is 
the oldest orchestra in the Unit- 
ed States and the fourth oldest 
in the world. It gave its first 
concert Dec, 7, 1842, just 11 days 
after the Vienna Philharmonic 
began its career. The Royal Phil- 
harmonic of London, founded in 
1813, and the Liverpool Phil- 
harmonic, founded in i840, are 
the only other orchestras. to 
precede it. 


There were 63 members in 
the orchestra when it was found- 
ed. Today there are 102 regular 
playing members of the organi- 
zation which was formed by the 
merger of the Philharmonic and 
the New York Symphony Or- 
chestras in 1928. 


The orchestras, under the di- 
rection of Toscanini, made a his- 
toric visit to Europe in the 
Spring of 1930. It played 23 con- 
certs to sold-out houses in 15 
different cities, including Paris, 
Zurich, Milan, Rome, Florence, 
Turin, Munich, Vienna, Buda- 
pest, Prague, Leipzig, Dresden, 
Berlin, Brussels and London. 

The conductor, one of the 
best-known directors in Amer- 
ica today, was born in 1887 of 
Polish origin. 


A. famous figure of the Amer- 
ican musical scene, Stokowski’s 
personality, technical brilliance 
and many-sided musicianship 
have greatly influenced and de- 
veloped orchestral performance 
standards and his intellectual 
curiosity and vast musical 
knowledge have increased the 
standard symphonic repertory. 


A former conductor of the 
Philadelphia Orchestra, Stokow- 
ski has n without a regular 
post since 1945 when he resigned 
as Director of the New York 
City Center Symphony to be- 
come Music Director of Califor- 
nia’s Hollywood Bowl, -from 
which post he has since resigned. 

For the past few years, how- 
ever, he has regularly conduct- 
ed the Philharmonic-Symphony. 
In 1946-47, he conducted eight 
weeks; in 1947-48, he conducted 
eight weeks, and during the cur- 
rent season he has conducted 
eight weeks during the regular 
New York season in addition to 
the tour which he will share 
with Bruno Walter.

Among these is the monstera 
deliciosa, commonly known as 
the breadfruit tree, whose large 
cones resemble a cross between 
an ear of corn and a pineapple 
and are quite edible. Persons 
‘ who have tried the fruit say it 
tastes something between a ba- 
nana and a member of the citrus 
family. But don’t go planting 
breadfruit for any immediate 
eating pleasure. It takes the‘ 
fruit two or three years to ma- 
ture even after it has formed 
on the branch. 

Other plants brought in from 
Puerto Rico and other isles of 
the West Indies include various 
types of philodendron and the 
smaller, better-kn-wn climbing 
plants which have graced pic- 
ture windows for several years, 
now. There may even be a grow- 
ing pineapple.

He died the next year firm 
in the belief that the overseas 
extension would some day carry 
a large volume of business and 
justify the tremendous amount 
of money he had poured into it. 
A terrific hurricane severely 
damaged the railroad in 1935 
and it was never repaired. The 
State of Florida acquired the 
roadbed and built an overseas 
highway which was opened in 
1938 and Key West was again 
connected to the mainland.

He Has No Ears, 
But a Fish Hears

Back in the day of Aristotle, about 

350 B. C., it was agreed that fish could hear. 

The great philosopher taught this and ama- 

teur experimenters later concurred. Centuries later, trout 


and carp learned to answer a 
the abbey sounded a drum 


changed to a bell and the trout still came, but the carp 


balked. 

A student named Kreidl wasn’t 
convinced, so he swung the bell 
with the clapper muffled. The fish 
still gathered. When he held the 
bell still, but made it ring, they 
showed no signs of hearing. This 
only proved that these particular 
fish were being trained by what 
they saw, not by what they heard. 
Zoologists further confused the is- 
sue by announcing that fish have 
ho hearing organ comparable to 
what you find in other mammals. 
It was found that they have no 
inner ear. 

Many more experiments fol- 
loyved until it was definitely 
proven that fish could hear and 
could distinguish notes. Then 
came the search to determine 
how fish could hear without 
hearing organs. Researchers dis- 
covered inside the head surfaces 
bathed in fluid and faced with 
small pebbles of lime. Studies 
showeti that these surfaces vi- 
brate in response to sound 
waves and carry sound reception 
to the nerve endings. 

How do these vibrations reach 
this stucco recorder? In any fish 
sound can travel through the 
bones. But in fish that hear best, 
the swim bladder serves as a sound 
pick-up chamber. This is connected 
by three bony links to the center 
of hearing. The fact that some spe- 
cies do not have this three-way 
hook-up may explain why scien- 
tists have reached so many con- 
flicting conclusions. 

If you already knew that fish 
could hear, now you know how 
and why. This does not mean fish 
cannot be caught where there is 
excessive noise. A big bass on the 
move often ignores both what he 
sees and what he hears and will 
strike regardless. Trout, bream 
and catfish perhaps are more sen- 
sitive to sound. So next time your 
fishing is being ruined by a noisy 
boat nearby, move over and tell 
the noise-makers why they can’t 
catch fish.

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', has been known to the medical profession for , 
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toms—or all of them—-and they may appear in 
any order. They may closely resemble the 
symptoms of such diverse d.sorders as food 
poisoning, dysentery, acute appendicitis, sun- 
stroke, and scarlet fever. 

In fact, Drs. Hobart A. Reimann, John H. 
Hodges and Alison H. Price, writing in the 
Journal of the American Medical Association in 
1945, said that “in isolated instances, patients

OW do flocks of tiny songbirds know where 
bY they are going when, season after season, 
they start their long migratory flights? 

Is there some beam — like the radio 
beams that direct the course of airplanes—to 
guide the feathered creatures as they “navigate 
the skyways from northern breeding grounds 
to sunny climates, or return with the first warm 
days of spring to their customary nesting spots? 
Most ornithologists and other experts on bird 
behavior say no, but Dr. Henry L. Yeagley of 
Pennsylvania State College believes, with a con- 
viction based on years of research, that long 
before man mastered sea lanes or airways nature 
had provided birds with a special sensitivity to 


sa powerful guiding force. 


“T believe that birds are guided in their 
flight by the feel of flying through the earth's 
magnetic field,” the Pennsylvania physicist ex- 
plained recently, “and ‘by the effect produced 
on moving objects by the rotation of the earth, 
These forces set up for the feathered travelers 
some kind of a navigational gridwork.”’ 

Citing observations made by airplane last 
summer, Dr. Yeagley continued: 

“The evidence seems to indicate that there 
is a definite relationship between the flying of 
birds and radio and radar beams, as well as a 
relationship between flight and the magnetic 
storms which occur on the earth’s surface. 

“Tt will take many months more of study, 
however, to get complete information,”

the tall towers of the Empire State Building 
and other buildings in New York City. ~ 

Fog, low flying and an overpowering attrac- 
tion of bright lights were blamed by most of the 
investigators for the biggest avian tragedy Man- 
hattan had seen for many years. Then a remark- 
able coincidence brought radio waves into the 
limelight as a possible cause. 

The mysterious rain of a dozen species of 
warblers, which lasted four hours in New York 
City, was scarcely over when the first news 
started coming in from other cities. Baltimore, 
Philadelphia, Nashville and San Antonio all re- 
ported a similar wholesale destruction of birds. 

A careful check disclosed that in four of the 
cities the building, or buildings, that caused the 
songbirds’ death hotsed radio or television 
broadcasting stations. In the fifth, Nashville, 
they flew against buildings and beacon towers 
at the airport, where radio beams originated. 

Some of these stations said they Were not 
broadcasting during the hours of the disaster, 
but the coincidence raised a question right in 
line with Dr. Yeagley’s research. 

It might furnish him with important data, 
like the chance observation of several ex-Gis 
when they reported that birds flying along 
normally seem to go crazy when they enter a 
region of air being traversed by a radar beam. 

Similarly a radio engineer reported that in 
his off hours he used to stand and watch birds 
and pigeons get inside a rectangular broadcast- 
ing antenna and: show the same confusion that 
moths and insects do when they are around a 
street light at-night. . 

By exercising infinite patience in controll 
research, and by tracking down innumerable 
clues, like the recent bird tragedy, Dr. Yeagley 
hopes eventually to identify the guiding force 
that directs songbirds along the skyways,

“poor. little lambs” who penned the 
words to “The Whiffenpoof Song” in 1910 
didn’t know what they were starting. 
Meade Minnigerode and George S. Pome 
certainly had no thought of fame. They were 
Yale University seniors with a flair for words 


and an ambition to-immortalize their new college 


club with a theme song. 

How could they know jthat 25 years later 
“The Whiffenpoof Song’’** would become a popu- 
lar classic, furnish an Ohio grandmother with 
a welcome windfall in her declining years and 
create a bitter feud between Rudy Vallee, the 
crooner who brought it to national attention, and 
his fellow graduates of Yale? 

Minnigerode and Pomeroy were two of five 
Yale Glee Club members who formed “The Whif- 
fenpoofs”’ in 1909. 

They got the odd title from the patter song 
and monologue of Joe Cawthorne in the musical 
comedy, “Little Nemo.”’ 

Cawthorne described the whiffenpoof as a 
water-dwelling creature who rose to the surface 
to accept cheese offered as bait and squawked 
his gratitude. 

At that time, the Whiffenpoofs met in Mory’s 
Bar on Temple St. in New Haven, Conn., home of 
Yale. Here the “gentlemen songsters,”’ under the 
influence of warming drinks dispensed by Louis, 
the bartender, exercised their vocal cords. 

Minnigerode and Pomeroy, in hunting for 
their theme song, ran across a tune composed 
by Tod B. Galloway, Amherst College graduate 
of 1885. Galloway, a Columbus, Ohio, lawyer 
and judge, who wrote songs as a hobby, had 


put Rudyard Kipling’s “Gentlemen-Rankers,”** _

plaintive barracks ballad, to music. Kipling’s 
words ran: 


“To the legion. of the lost ones, to the cohort 
of the damned, 
To my brethren in their sorrow overseas, 
Sings a gentleman of England cleanly bred, 
machinely crammed, 
And a trooper of the Empress, if you please.”’ 
The ballad recounted the fall from grace of 
the “‘gentlemen-rankers,” and each verse ended 
with the doleful chorus: 
‘“‘We’re poor little lambs who've lost our way, 
Baa! Baa! Baa! 
We're little black sheep who’ve gone astray, 
Baa—aa—aa! 
Gentlemen-rankers out on the spree, damned 
from here to Eternity, ‘ 
God ha’ mercy on such as we, Baa! Yah! Bah!” 
The Yale seniors kept the tune, but substi- 
tuted their own words, which run: 
“To the tables down at Mory’s, to the place 
where Louis dwells, 
To the dear old Temple Bar we love so well,.. 
Sing the Whiffenpoofs, assembled with their 
glasses raised on high 
And the magic of their singing casts its spell.” 


In the chorus they simply substituted “gen- 
tlemen songsters” for “gentlemen-rankers.” 

“The Whiffenpoof Song’ was an immediate 
hit at Yale and The Whiffenpoofs grew and 
thrived as an organization. In 1912 the group 
adopted a weird-looking creature—with wings 
representing mint leaves—and a swizzle stick 
for a steed—as an emblem. 

About 12 new singers were taken into the 
group each year—there are about 320 graduate 

enpoofs to date, including Monty Woolley, 
Cole Porter and Lanny Ross—and the song was 
sung reverently at private meetings, glee club 
‘concerts and social affairs. 

In 1935 Rudy Vallee, a Yale graduate though 
not a Whiffenpoof, sang it on nationwide broad- 
casts and made it popular. The next year the 
Miller Music Corporation acquired the copyright 
by arrangement with Minnigerode and Pomeroy 
and with Mrs. Helen Black Joyce, of Columbus, 
Ohio, who was Tod Galloway’s niece and who 


had inherited his rights when he died in 1935. ~ 


The Miller Corporation then commissioned 
Vallee to rearrange the music slightly, for which 
he received one-fourth of the royalties. The ques- 
tion of copyright was also cleared with the Kip- 
ling estate, which had at first objected to the 
free adaptation of “Gentlemen-Rankers.” 

The feud began at that point. The Yale

“I told them Id turn over every cent of my 
share of the royalties to them,” Vallee said, “and 
I did. I figure I have given the alumni associa- 
tion about $5,000 from ‘The Whiffenpoof Song.’ 
“There were lots of little digs at me during 
the time I plugged the number, but the final 
blow came several months ago when; in the

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alumni magazine, a reference was made to ‘on 
Rudy Vallee, who had copyrighjed “The Whiffen 
poof Song” (I didn’t, of course) though he had 
not been a member of The Whiffenpoofs.’ That 
finished me. No more royalties for Yale. 3 
“The Yale alumni do not own the song. The 
authors agreed to its commercialization. I hav@ 
gotten a tremendous thrill out of seeing people

Prob- 
ing. further into the case, the Protective Bu- 
reau sleuths dug up information in Altoona that 
Lamont was reputed to be a bookmaker or, 
at any rate, owned a building in which book- 
making was conducted. 

When Lamont asked for an owner’s license 
in New York, after entering El Mono for the 
Excelsior Handicap at Jamaica in April, 1948, 
the Jockey Club rejected his application on the 
ground that to license him would be detrimental 
to the best interests of racing. Suspecting a 
plot against Lamont; most horse players lined 
up on Lamont’s side and cried: “Persecution!” 

Lamont, hiring a lawyer, appealed the case. 
The Stewards of the Jockey Club met with the 
New York State Racing Commission, heard La- 
mont’s story and again turned him down. That 
left only the Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court and the appeal went there next. 

The New York State racing laws specify 
that bookmakers or those who have been con- 
nected with the business cannot be licensed as 
owners except “in cases in which the stewards 
shall find that such occupation or connection 
has ceased, for a sufficiently long period of 
time.” 

Lamont admitted owning a building in Al- 
toona where bookmaking had been conducted 
but he sold the property on April 7, hoping 
thus to qualify for his license. 

While the Appellate Division was consider- 
ing the case during the summer and _ fall 
months when El Mono could have been piling

Finally, on Nov. 9, 1948, the Appellate Divi- 
sion handed down a decision, upholding the

. racing El Mono under his own black and yellow 
_ colors. He could have sold El Mono to a score of 


bidders then, but refused to give up the fight. 

The day after the Appellate Division 
knocked the last legal .prop from under him, 
Danny drove up to his home in Altoona early in 
the morrfing and found a gun in his ribs. Two 
stick-up men, attracted no doubt by Danny’s 
publicity, forced him at gun’s point to let them 
into Ais home and open the safe. Working 
quickly, they scooped up about $10,000 in cash, 
$15,000 in securities and a quantity of jewelry. 
Next day, the body of a man who had been 
shot five times was found in a cow pasture 
in ‘Hershey, Pa., 125 miles from Altoona. 

In his clothes was found a piece of stationery 
from an Altoona hotel and taped to his leg 
were ten new $100 bills, which seemed to con- 
nect him with the Lamont robbery. Danny 
identified him as one of the stick-up men. 

On Nov. 26, the New York police arrested 
Frank Ciraola of Brooklyn at the Hotel Strat- 
ford, New York City, and sent him to Pennsyl- 
‘vania to face charges of robbing Danny and mur- 
dering James R. Longden, the man found in the 
cow pasture. The Pennsylvania police authori- 
ties charged that Ciraola, after sticking up La- 
mont, shot his alleged accomplice, a former con- 
vict, whom he suspected of holding out some 
of the swag. 

Lamont, still hoping to get an owner’s li- 
cense, shipped El] Mono from Hannon Farm to 
an unnamed Ohio track in January, ostensibly 
for light training. | 

The secrecy he maintained concerning his 
idle gold mine, however, made some people 
suspect that, ever since the holdup, Lamont is 
afraid that turf racketeers will spirit away 
Fl Mono and race him as a ringer in Canada 
or elsewhere outside the jurisdiction of the 
Thoroughbred Racing Protective Bureau— 
which, ironically, started all Danny’s troubles.

“No!” says Mrs. Cecil Hardin, the new Repub- 
lican Representative from Indiana. “My suit has 
no pockets, while every man has at least nine.” 

Are talcum powder, baby oil, deodorants, cold 
creams, electric light bulbs, flatirons, telephone 
calls and wedding rings luxuries? 

It’s up to you—-women of America—to answer 
THAT question. 

If you’re like the women I get letters from, I 
know your answer is a great big “No!” 

What can you do? Sit right down and tell 
your Congressman how you feel about paying 
luxury taxes on necessities.

The war has been over 
almost four years. Congress promised to remove 
these taxes six months after the war.

In a personal interview, Mr. Dingell went on 
to say that he considered the excise taxes unfair 
and discriminatory against women and wanted 
something done as soon as possible. 

Talking about cosmetics he said, “I consider 
paint on a woman’s face much more essential for 
morale and good looks than paint on a barn.” 


ON that point many-doctors would agree with 
Mr. Dingell, for they know about the psy- 
chological effects of make-up. When a woman has 
had an operation, or is past the crisis of a severe 
illness, one of the first things her nurse offers 
her is her make-up materials—even if she doesn’t 
think of them first and ask for them herself. As 


- soon as a woman makes herself look better, she 


feels better—and often that is‘a big help in mak- 
ing her get better. In some mental institutions, 
beauty parlors have been established because 
they have been found to be a definite aid in im- 
proving the morale of women patients. 

Used in those ways, are cosmetics a luxury? 
They sound more like a necessary healing treat- 
ment. 

The British government, even during its dark- 
est war days, couldn’t afford to shut down all 
manufacture of cosmetics. They learned only 
too quickly that a woman without her lipstick is 
a woman without morale. 

Not long ago it was reported that in China 
lipstick thievery and black marketing was going 
on in the highest strata of society. No hostess 
dared leave her lipstick unguarded on her dress- 
ing table. If she did, she was likely to find a 
sizable bit of money in its stead. Little comfort 
that, in a country where money is more easily 
come by than a new lipstick. 

With certain variations the bills presented by 
Congressmen Aime J. Forand (Dem, of R. L) 
and John W. Byrnes (Rep. of Wis.), both com- 
mittee members, follow the lines of those men- 
tioned.

The repeal of the so-called luxury excise 
taxes, he says, will stimulate business and turn 
out more and better goods, employ more people 
who can then afford to buy better products.

serve raw materials: 

Obviously, both reasons are completely out- 
dated. 

Business needs a shot in the arm rather than 
stifling restrictions, Multer believes, and that’s 
why he is in favor of repeal.

Perhaps it was Hanneford 
who started the feud, for he 
boasted he could do more with 
his feet than Scott could do 
with his hands. 

The story goes that their 
fame and rivalry reached the 
ears of King George HI who 
suffered from occasional 
mental lapses. 

In his lucid moments, 
which were not many, the 
King farmed at Windsor 
Castle and at Kew and sat in 
on various entertainments ar- 
ranged by the Court. 

Scott and Hanneford 
thought it would be a good 
idea for the King to decide 
which was the best juggler in 
the realm.

For 113 years members of the two families 
did their best to out-juggle and eventually out- 
ride one another. At one time, the Hannefords, 
circus-owners, retreated to Ireland because the 
Scotts, also circus-owners, had become too pros- 
perous for comfort. 

At another time, when the river Thames was 
frozen over, one of the circuses pitched its show

on the ice. All that day, it 
played to record crowds of win- 
ter revelers. 
The other circus, playing 
near by, decided to cash in on 
the take. Quickly, it packed and 
camped further up the river. By 
- now it was growing dark, so kero- 
sene lamps were lit and placed on the 
ice to light up the acts. 
The crowd, attracted by the novel illu- 
mination, hurried to see the new show and 
soon the money began to roll in. 

But not for long—success was disastrous. 

The ice began to melt under the hot lamps, 
and the audience and performers reached the 
shore just in time to escape drowning. 

The other show, having lost its business, was 
safely packed up on the river bank and watched 
the fiasco with boisterous amusement. 

By 1870, the Scotts had a famous circus. 
There were eight girls and five boys in the 
family, all expert in the arts of bareback riding, 
acrobatics and juggling. One of the Scott boys, 
Walter, was the father of a young baby girl 
and it was in Scotland that a remarkable event 
occurred. 

Scott’s young wife, Rebecca, sat brooding 
in the red and gilt caravan in which the couple 
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lived and traveled. Simce the birth’ of her 
daughter, 11 months before, she had been forced 
to stay by the cradle, for there was no one 
with which to leave the child. 

Impulsively, she leapt to her feet. She donned 
her circus costume of tights ana spangles, then 
dressed the baby in its best lace gown. 

She arrived at the sawdust ring just as her 
husband was riding around astride the broad 
back of a dappled horse. She jumped inside and 
smilingly held the baby aloft. 

As young Scott turned the ring he caught 
sight of his wife and child. His baby daughter 
caught sight of him. She held out her tiny 
arms and family history records that over the 
din of the brass band, young Scott distinctly 
heard her say, ‘Da-da.”’ 

The impulse of the young father was too 
strong. He held out his arms, too. 

Whatever his purpose, he was certainly not 
prepared for what was to come. 

His wife, seeing she outstretched arms, deftly 
swung the baby outward and upward and pitched 
the gurgling child into its father’s arms. 

The audience and the clowns by the ringside 
burst into roars of applause. Everyone had had 
a tense moment—everyone, that is, but tiny 
Elizabeth Scott who had just made her ring 
debut at the age of 11 months.

The Hannefords, meanwhile, hadn’t been idle. 

While the circus was still in their blood, one 
of the Hannefords had turned against family 
tradition and become a well-established silver- 
smith and jeweler in London. His son. ran 
away and joined a circus and his son, Ned 
Hanneford, IV, became a great jockey. 

One day, while on tour, he saw posters 
advertising the Scott circus and decided to see 
what his family’s historic rivals could do. 

Most particularly was he struck by a beau- 
tiful girl riding bareback around the ring. 

. Ned Hanneford IV saw.certain things In her 
riding he admired, others he did not. Having 
struck up a friendship, he frequently stayed 
away from his own rehearsals to train her, 


a. | fare her father heard that one of the Han- 
nefords had the’ audacity to invade his 
circus he ordered the young man out, but what 
he did not know was that the couple had fallen 
deeply in love. Despite family misgivings they 
wed and formed their own troupe, with a tent 
and wagons. It was immediately successful. 

In time Elizabeth Scott Hanneford and her 
talented husband became two of the greatest 
riders in England. Later, after his death, she 
went on to fame as the first woman ringmaster 
in history, having found time meanwhile to 
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produce the most famous bareback riding act 
of the age. That act was that of her son, 
Poodles Hanneford; his wife, Grace, and their 
daughter, Grace Elizabeth. 

Poodles (Edwin Hanneford V) got his nick- 
name from an aunt who had been with a circus 
on the continent when he was born. Upon her 
return to England, surprised at seeing a new 
baby, she had cried, “And who does this fat 
little poodle belong to?” The baby got a name 
which proved his -fortune. 

He was taught to ride by his father. The 
first lesson, and many of those following, was 
of just one concern — how to fall off a horse. 

“At first, Lswas a mass of bruises,” Poodles 
said in a recent interview with The American 
Weekly, “although I never had the slightest 
fear. My father used to blindfold me when I 
fell from a horse to teach me to rely on my 
horseman’s instinct rather than on my eyes 
for escape. 

“T used to get so tired of tumbling off that 
horse; I would rack my brains to invent new 
falls. Finally, I thought up the stunt of walk- 
ing off the back of a horse.” 

This trick has baffled hundreds of young 
riders. No one has been able to match Hanne- 
ford’s apparent ease.

“T shall never forget one day,” Poodles said, 
“when the whole company of riders, about 
30, was gathered in the ring at the practice 
hour. My father brought me in and put me on 
a horse. Everyone laughed. I saw red for a 
moment and said, ‘Father, are they laughing at 
me?’ He tried to comfort me. ‘Go ahead, son, 
show them what you can do.’ 

“IT knew they were making fun of me, so I 
determined to show them. I wasn’t five years 
old at the time. 

“T gave the horse a poke. I rode forward 
and backward. I turned somersaults and flip- 
flops; in fact, I imitated all the stunts of the 
veteran performers who were watching me. 
When I had finished, I stood up backward on 
the big horse, which was still galloping around

“One moment before they had been watching 
my performance with amazement; the next, 
they were roaring with laughter.” 

‘When Ringling Brothers. discovered the 
Hannefords and brought them to America in 
1915, Poodles introduced an entirely new age in 
circus riding. Where other riders were con- 
cerned with keeping their balance, he introduced 
eccentric dancing and whirlwind acrobatics— 
all on the back of a horse. 

It was when Poodles was appearing at fhe 
New York Hippodrome that his daughter, Grace 
Elizabeth, was born, and true to family tradi- 
tion she was carried onstage by her mother at 
the age of six weeks. But her mother, Grace 
White, an American equestrienne, who has 
always appeared in the act with her husband, 
was not taking any chances. Little Gracie was 
carried back to the dressing room—not thrown 
into her father’s arms. 

Thus there were three generations of Hanne- 
fords active in the ring—a Royal Family still 
upholding the great traditions of the Scotts 
and Hannefords. . 

As for the Queen of the Circus, she had set 
a record by never missing a season in her ent 
life. ‘Long may she reign!”

Turner, according to accepted authorities, had 
been buried in St. Paul’s Cathedral in London in 
1851. With the recent publication of Pickles’ will, 


however, scholars and art critics who had sub- 
geribed to this view received an abrupt shock. 

For in addition to disposing of his $75,- 
000 estate, the former schoolmaster stated ¢<— 
that the existing notions as to the time 
and place of Turner’s death were com- 
pletely false. 

Describing his investigations into | 
the painter's life, Pickles said that 
“for the last 30 years I have been 
engaged on continuous research 
work of the whereabouts and 
occupation of the world-re- 
nowned artist, Joseph Mallord 
Turner. 

“T have made remarkable 
and unbelievable discoveries 
about his activities as to 
where he was hidden away 
so ~that even. his closest 
friends knew nothing of 
his retreat. 

“He disappeared in this 
way over and over again. 

His final disappearance in 
1851, the date of his so- 
catied death, was just in 
keeping with his previous 
practices. He- played the 
part of Jekyll - and - Hyde 
from his youth upwards. 
Turner lived to be a very old 
man, and his final place of 
refuge was in the neighbor- 
hood of Bristol. 

“At his death he left 
many fine paintings and in- 
numerable small sketches. I 
doubt if any of these works 
was signed in the orthodox 
manner...” 

‘ Pickles then stated that he 
had purchased several of the artist’s 
works and could identify them as 
authentic although they were unsigned. 

But Pickles was dead. He had left no 
evidence to support his startling statements. 
Were his conclusions merely figments of an 
elderly man’s imagination or were they valid 
discoveries of great importance? Pending-fur- 
ther investigation, the critics could only wait 
and wonder. 

Meanwhile, however, they readily admitted 
that Turner’s behavior during his lifetime was 
indeed as exceptional as his paintings. 

Born the son of a poor London barber in 
1775, the artist had little formal education. He 
never even learned to master his native tongue. 
His mother died insane. But in the heart’of this 
strange, rather pathetic boy there surged a flood 
stream of artistic talent. 

By the time he was nine, he had already be- 
gun drawing sketches. His first experience in 
the use of colors was gained from tinting prints 
for a city engraver. He also worked for a time 
for some architects, helping in the preparation 
of blueprints. In all these ventures, he received 
the wholehearted encouragement of his parents. 
His father even displayed his earliest daubs and 
sketches on the walls of his barber shop. 

When-young Joseph was only 14, he entered 
the Royal Academy. During his. second year 
there, he exhibited his first real painting. Then, 
after leaving the institution, he disappeared on 
the first of many trips that were to take him 
throughout England and Scotland and, in later

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years, up and down the European continent. 

A born wanderer, he could eat and sleep any- 
where. And always, whether his footsteps took 
him across the desolate moors of Scotland or 
beside the winding hedgerows of his native 
land, he carried his sketchbook with him. When 
he returned, tired and disheveled, his work won 
immediate acclaim. 

As he matured, Turner turned more and more 
to the use of oils rather than to the watercolors 
he had utilized in his earlier days. Gifted with 


. an amazingly sensitive eye for color, he trans- 


lated on canvas the subtle, ever-changing moods 
of the vast seascapes and landscapes. he de- 
picted. So great was his talent that Author John 
Ruskin called him one of the “seven supreme 
colourists of the world.’”’ And the Royal Acad- 
emy elected him to full membership when he was 
only 26 years old. 

A prolific craftsman, he turned out an unend- 
ing stream of work and exacted a high price for 
his labors. (After his death, his estate was val- 
ued at $565,000 at present-day currency rates.) 

But though he achieved great financial suc- 
cess as well as wide critical acclaim, he shunned 
the world of high society, preferring the solitary, 
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secretive life of a recluse. 

Until his father’s death, the two men lived 
together in a house in London, their needs tended 
to by a faithful housekeeper. When Turner was 
not engrossed in his painting, he sought the com- 
panionship of working-class women in whose 
company he felt more at ease than in the pres- 
ence of society dowagers. 

Several of these acquaintanceships reputedly 
grew into love affairs, but so clandestine was 
own s behavior that very little is known about 

em 

Equally secretive were the lengthy, unan- 
nounced trips he took in search of yew material 
for his brush and easel. It was during one of 
those unexplained disappearances, according to 
tradition, that Turner finally died. His house- 
keeper, worried as to his. whereabouts, had 
undertaken a search for him. When she eventu- 
ally found him, living in a little house near 
Chelsea Bridge, it was only to discover that he 
was gravely ill. A short while later, he closed 
his eyes for the last time. Nf 

That, at least, was what historians had 
thought until the publication of Frederick Pickles’ 
will. Now, however, the enigmatic figure of 
Joseph Turner has returned to. confront the 
world’s art-critics with another mystery.

A pair of would-be crooks, 
entering the grocery store 
with guns drawn, were 
mighty surprised individ- 
uals when Thibeault coun- 
tered by drawing a gun of 
his own.

HERE was a war going on in Europe in 

mid-February, 1916, but among Chicagoans, 

_ and among newspaper readers generally in 

this country, one of the most fascinating topics 

of discussion at that particular time was the 
Strange case of Marion Lambert. 

This attractive, fair-haired daughter of a 
boss gardener on a large estate was found dead 
in a snow-covered patch of woods close by a 
Lake Forest, Ill., interurban station, early on the 
morning of Thursday, Feb. 10, 1916. She had 
celebrated her 18th birthday four -days before. 

Marion’s family had last seen her the morn- 
ing of the 9th when she left at her usual time for 
Deerfield High School at Highland Park. But 
she had not been seen afier.she reached the 
Station, and had not shown up at her classes. 

It developed that the girl’s death had been 
caused by cyanide of potassium, whether in 
liquid or powder form remained to be estab- 
lished. There were no signs of struggle at the 
spot, and no bottle could be found. 


A SMEAR of white crystals was noticeable in 
her ungloved, cupped right hand, and the 
glove lay near by. 
Footprints in the snow. showed that Marion 
had met a man in the woods, had walked with 
him for a quarter of a mile or so, and even sat 
with him on a log. Their walk had ended beneath 
a triple-trunked oak tree—and it was there the 
body lay, and it was from there the man’s foot- 
prints departed. 
Marion’s companion turned out to be William 
Orpet, 20-year-old student at the University of 
Wisconsin, whose father also happened to be a 
head gardener, employed on another estate near 
Lake Forest. 
Orpet admitted that during the previous 
summer he and Marion had been romantically 
interested in each other, but denied that there 
had been any misconduct. He said that he had 
met her secretly in the woods and told her she 
would have to forget about him because he loved 
another. 
He said he had left her standing by the tree, 
and then, happening to glance back, had seen 
her lying in the snow. At that he had returned 
—the evidence of the footprints bore this out— 
and discovered that she was dead. 
_ He said that a “terrible fog’’ settled over his 
brain, and all he could think to do was to leave 
her there and go back to his school in Madison. 
However, unfortunately for him, Orpet had 
written letters to Marion and his parents on the 
7th, had dated them the 9th, and had had them 
mailed on the 9th by his roommate. 


OREOVER, he had rumpled his bed in Mad- 
ison to make it appear that he had slept 
there on Tuesday night, whereas he had spent 
that night, unknown to his family, in the garage 
beside the Orpet home in Lake Forest. 

What had he to say to that? 

He consistently denied that he had done these 
things to establish a murder alibi. He had done 
them, ‘he said, because he was not supposed to 
leave Madison, and he did not want his family to 
know that he intended to be in Lake Forest and 
meet Marion for this last, sad rendezvous. 

Then a drug clerk in Madison reported that, 
a few hours before leaving for Lake Forest, the 
suspect had bought an empty six-ounce bottle. 
Orpet denied that he had done so, and 
insisted that he had not taken any 
bottle to the meeting with Marion. 

No poison purchase could be traced 
to him, but the authorities declared 
that he could have obtained cyanide 
of potassium readily enough from his 
father’s stock of insecticides. On the 
other hand, the newspapers pointed 
out that this poison had been acces- 
sible at the Lambert place, and also 
in the laboratory of the Deerfield 
High School. 

That was the situation when 
Orpet’s trial for )murder opened in 
Waukegan on May 15 before Judge 
Charles Donnelly. It was to prove 
one of the hardest fought court 
battles in our history. ° 

The formidable prosecution forces 
included State’s Attorney Ralph J. 
Dady of Lake County, State’s Attor- 
ney David R. Joslyn of McHenry 
County, who had been called in as a 
special prosecutor, and Eugene M.

They were very ably opposed by 
James H. Wilkerson, Ralph F. Potter, and Leslie

That the people of Lake County believed 
Orpet could not be anything but guilty may 
have been indicated by the fact+that it took 
23 days, and the examination of 1,200 veniremen, 
to obtain a jury. 

In his opening, the tall, young, strong- 
featured Dady stated he would summon wit- 
nesses to prove that Orpet had killed Marion 
because she had become a threat to his future. 
He stressed that he would combat the suicide 
defense with testimony showing that the girl 
had left her home that Wednesday morning in 
excellent spirits. 

Then came the first setback. 


OSEPHINE DAVIS, Marion’s closest friend, 

who had spent the last night with her and 
accompanied her to the station, had from the 
very beginning of the investigation asserted 
that Marion’s mood had been anything but sui- 
cidal. Indeed, what she told the investigators 
had helped the state build up a strong case 
against the accused. 

Special Prosecutor Joslyn now confidently 
called her. to the stand as his first witness. 

After a few preliminary questions, he asked 
her how Marion looked when she returned to the 
living room of her home after receiving a phone 
call from Orpet on the Tuesday evening before 
her death. 

The witness answered, “‘She appeared slightly 
confused,”’ and on hearing this, Joslyn stiffened. 

“What was that answer?” he demanded 
harsMly. 

When she repeated it, he made haste to 
confer with his associates. Then he said: 

“If Your Honor please, the state has been 
very much surprised by that answer and wishes 
to interrogate the witness as to previous state-

ments made by her on the subject.” 

But it was all to no avail. 

Miss Davis explained that she had originally 
felt very hostfle and vindictive toward Orpet, 
but now she saw things in a new light. Actually, 
she said, Marion had been greatly distressed and 
depressed, and had confided that “if Bill throws 
me over and marries that other girl, ll kil 
myself !”’ 

To offset this defeat, Dady summoned 
Marion’s parents and various friends to testify 
that she had seemed quite gay and untroubled.

took with her an extra skirt and apron for a 
school party scheduled for late that afternoon; 
a letter ghe had written to her Sunday School 
teacher making a date for the following Sature 
day; and a class pin which a guest had left at 
her recent birthday party. : 

Next, the county coroner and his physician 
took the stand to state that, in their opinion, the 
killing dose had been taken in liquid form, 
Their technical reasons for thinking so will not 
be gone into here, but the defense readily 
admitted that if the poison had been in liquid 
form it must have been administered by another 
person. 

Both sides conceded that Marion had taken 
the cyanide voluntarily. 

The state held that she accepted it from 
Orpet in the belief that it was a medicine to 
remedy a condition (which, as the defense re- 
peatedly pointed out, did not exist). The defense 
on the other hand asserted that the poison had 
been in the form of a powder, and had been, as 
would be proved, self-administered. 

Dr. Ralph Webster, a toxicologist connected 
with Rush Medical College, testified for the state 
that he had examined the victim’s clothes, and 
that his attention had heen called to three small, 
white round spots on her green wool coat. His 
analysis, he said, showed them to be potassium 
Cyanide, obviously in liquid form. ae

A close study of this historic tragedy leads 
toward the following conclusions: 

If it was a case of suicide, then the coinci- 
dence of the alibi preparations was a most’ 
éxiraordinary one—and a most cruel one for 
the accused. 

Two significant factors in Orpet’s favor, how- 
ever, were the purchase of the empty bottle, and 
the circumstance of the ungloved hand.

Actually, 
she said, Marion had been greatly distressed and 
depressed, and had confided that “if Bill throws 
me over and marries that other girl, I'll kill 
myself!” : 

To offset this defeat, Dady summoned 
Marion’s parents and various friends to testify 
that she had seemed quite gay and untroubled. 


JT WAS also brought qut that when she left 


her homie on the morning of her death she 


took with her an extra skirt and apron for a 
school party scheduled for late that afternoon; 
a letter she had written to her Sunday School 
teacher making a date for the following Satur- 
day; and a class pin which a guest had left at 
her recent birthday party. ° 

Next, the county coroner and his physician 
took the stand to state that, in their opinion, the 
killing dose had been taken in liquid form, 
Their technical reasons for thinking so will not 
be gone into here, but the defense readily 
admitted that if the poison had been in liquid 
form it must have been administered by another 
person. 

Both sides conceded that Marion had taken 
the cyanide voluntarily. 

The state held that she accepted it from 
Orpet in the belief that it was a medicine to 
remedy a condition (which, as the defense re- 
peatedly pointed out, did not exist). The defense 
on the other hand asserted that the poison had 
been in the form of a powder, and had been, as 
would be proved, self-administered. 

Dr. Ralph Webster, a toxicologist connected 
with Rush Medical College, testified for the state 
that he had examined the victim’s clothes, and 
that his attention had been called to three small, 
white round spots on her green wool coat. His 
analysis, he said, showed them to be potassium 
cyanide, obviously in liquid form. ? 

As the witness spoke these words, the courte 
room uttered a collective gasp. The defense was 
taken completely by surprise, for no such spots, 
until this dramatic moment, had been mentioned, 

peeiey,. the state had made an important 
point 


And as the news flashed over the nation,

CHIEF DEFENSE COUNSEL WILKERSON 


called the undertaker who had taken charge 
of the girl’s clothes. 

This witness testified that he had not ob- 
served any spots on the coat, and it was further 
established that the coat had been found unbut- 
toned and open. Which suggested, of course, 
that if Marion Lambert had spilled any poison on 
her it would have fallen on her jacket or skirt 
and not on her coat. 

Moreover, the defense wondered how spilled 
drops could produce round, rather than pear- 
shaped spots. 

Attorney Wilkerson made no accusations, but 
the thought he planted in the minds of the jury 
was that the spots had not been on the coat at 
the time it was originally in the undertaker’s 
possession. _. 

At this point in the trial, a reporter heard a 
spectator remark that he might have some 
pertinent information. ’ 


The spectator turned out to be Jack Vercoe, 
a Deerfield student, who testified that, on the day. 


before her death, he had found Marion in the 
schoo] laboratory, and that twe jars of cyanide 
were standing on a shelf there. . 

Next, with the score at this point just about 
even, the defendant chose -to risk the great 
gamble. William Orpet took the stand. 


H”® TOLD his story. He admitted everything 

—except that he had given Marion poison. 
He even admitted buying that empty bottle, 
adding, however, that he had filled it merely 
with molasses and water. 

He said .he had offered this “medicine” for 
her imagined. condition, but she had refused to 
take it. (It was suggested that she knew herself 
by this time that there was no real reason for 
her apprehension. ) 

Orpet underwent 19 hours of cross-examina- 
tion at the hands of Special Prosecutor Joslyn. 
As this ordeal went on, hour after-hour after 


~ 


hour, even those who believed the boy guilty felt 
sorry for him. But he never faltered in any way 
that seemed particularly damaging to his cause: 

“You brought no remedy!” Joslyn shouted at 
him as he flinched and cowered under:-the assault. 
‘ You brought ne ten- 
der words! You ‘brought nothing to that poor 
girl—then why, why did you come?” . °. 

When the.special prosecutor could do no 
more, Orpet stepped down, and the defense re- 
turned to its assaults. 

Joslyn had ended the four-day cross-examina- 
tion with some derisive references to that bottle 
of molasses and water. Where, he sneered, was 
this alleged bottle? Had it ever actually ex- 
isted, or had it existed only in the defendant’s 
guilty mind? 

The defense at this juncture produced a 
bottle, neatly corked and partly filled. 

As the prosecutors regarded this exhibit with 
exasperated and incredulous glares, the defense 
brought out that, a few days after he obtained 
legal aid, Orpet had remembered where he had 
discarded the bottle, and it had been recovered 
by a searching party. 


R. JOHN H. LONG of Northwestern Uni- 
versity then testified that he had analyzed 
the contents of the bottle, and had found noth- 
ing in any way harmful. 
Joslyn asked him if he had tried the stuff on 
rabbits or guinea pigs. 
He replied that he hadn’t. 


“Then how,” roared the prosecutor, “do you — 


know it did not contain poison?” 

“TI drank some of it myself,” said the mild- 
voiced professor. 

The defense had witnesses testify to the effect 
that the death spot was so exposed to view from 
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near-by reads that no person in his right mind 
would have chosen it for a murder, 

Dady, in rebuttal, got into the record that 
whole sections of underbrush had burned down 
since the tragedy. He left it to the jury to spec- 
ulate as to who had caused these fires. 

Attorney Wilkerson countered by charging 
that the state had induced Orpet’s fiancee to 
send a fruitless decoy note to him to “tell every 
thing.’”’ She had written: 3 

“I know you have done it for love of me. You 
once said you would kill anyone who came be- 
tween us.” 


CCORDING to Wilkerson, she had written 

this at the dictation of the opposition. Her 
reward, he asserted, had been the return of all 
her letters to Orpet. ae 

Now the defense began, to call in its star 
witnesses. 

It summoned Dr. John Wesener, former pro- 
fessor of chemistry at the University of Illinois, 
who testified that a liquid solution of cyanide — 
would run off a woolen garment ree 
mercury. The spots on the coat, he told t 
court and jury, must have been forced into the 
fabric by pressure. 

Dr. Wesener went on to state— 


(1) That the poison on Marion’s palm had 
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- been 58 per cent strong. . 


(2) That the poison in the Orpet greenhouse 
was 49 per cent strong. ‘ 

(3) That the strength of cyanidé cannot in- 
crease but only decréase. 

Finally the defense called Dr. Leon 1. Shaw, 
instructor of chemistry at Northwestern, and 
Carl S. Miner, one of the leading chemists of 
Chicago. 

These two knocked the foundation right out 
from under the state’s case, 


Here’s how it was e: 

Marion Lambert had been killed with cyanide 
of potassium, and the state’s case rested on the 
allegation that the poison had come from the 
Orpet place. cea 

But, to the dumfoundment of the court, these

Recalled to the stand, he had to admit that 
he had not tested the Orpet poison for any- 
thing but its cyanogen content. He had taken 
for granted that the Orpet poison was potassium 
cyanide, | 

~ The jury took three ballots, the third of 
which was unanimous, and on July 15 William 
Orpet went free. 


H* IMMEDIATELY vanished into obscurity— 

uncomforted by his former fiancee, who 
would have nothing more to do with him once 
he was accused—and the final word on him is 
that he died on the West Coast in February, 
1948, following an illness. of two years. He 
would have been 53 on March 4. 

A close study of this historic tragedy leads 
toward the following conclusions: 

If it was a case of suicide, then the coinci- 
dence of the alibi preparations was a most’ 
éxitraordinary one—and a most cruel one for 
the accused. 

Two significant factors in Orpet’s favor, how- 
ever, were the purchase of the empty bottle, and 
the circumstance of the ungloved hand. 

If Orpet wanted a bottle for poison, he hardly 
needed to have gone to the risk of buying one 
lb drug store, especially a store where he was 

own. 

And if Marion drank her poisonous draft 
from a bottle, she hardly needed to remove her 
glove to do so. ;

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| AST week we discussed 
the proper selection of 
patterns to compliment the 
entire figure. Some of us 
may have fairly good fig- 
ures, with just one or two 
minor faults which need 
extra attention. 


Many times you can se- 
lect a pattern you like and 
change the neckline slight- 
ly or add decoration in the 
right place to make the 
costume perfect for you. 
So when you are looking 
at the new spring pattern 
styles, judge them with an 
imaginative as well as with 
a critical eye. 


Neckline 


LONG, thin neck can 
be disguised with high 
necklines, but they should 
not be severe. Use ruffled 
edgings, pearl chokers, dec- 
orative collars, and smart- 
ly knotted scarves to soften 
the high line or to raise a 
neckline that is too low. 
On the other hand, use 
an opposite technique if 
you have a short or plump 
neck. Simple V-necklines 
will make your neck seem 
longer and slimmer. Avoid 
high, round or square neck- 
lines. 
Sleeves 


TRANGELY enough, 

identical tactics will help 
solve the problem of what 
to do about arms which 
are too thin, and the op- 
posite problem--arms which 
are too heavy. 

Choose sleeves which are 
soft and natural. They 
should be neither too tight 
nor too loose. Don’t wear 
extreme or fancy sleeves 
which would call attention 
to your arms. Cap sleeves 
and other very short sleeves 
are not good. 


Shoulders 


[F you think your shoul- 

ders are alittle too wide, 
don’t accent them with 
padding. Raglan and dol- 
man sleeves are excellent, 
because they draw the eye 
downward, not out to the 
shoulders. Look for pat- 
terns which lend them- 
selves to vertical lines in 
neckwear and trimming. 
Halter necklines and nar- 
row lapels are very good. 

Narrow shoulders need 
building up with padding, 
but don’t overdo it. Select 
necklines which carry the 
attention out to your shoul- 
ders. Pointed rever collars, 
wide lapels, and double- 
breasted jackets are all 
flattering. 


Bodice 


[¥ you are flat-chested, 

add fullness with ruffled 
jabots and shirring. Your 
blouses and dress bodices 


should not fit tightly. 
Avoid clinging materials. 
Waistline 


BASIC rule for you to 

follow if your waist- 
line is large is to draw at- 
tention away from it. Go 
in for long lines and panels 
down the front of your 
dresses. Wear narrow belts 
instead of wide, contrast- 
ing, or dramatic ones. 

If your waist is average 
size, but your abdomen is 
too prominent, select skirts 
with front drapery or full- 
ness. Avoid double-breast- 
ed jackets, narrow skirts 
and tight clothes.
